"KILL ONE, KILL TWO." by W. W . Anderson (Mor­

'T ’ODAY we have with us a new mystery writer from 
* 
Hie Carolinas. 
His name is W. W Anderson, 
and he now lives in New York and has a desk a few 
feet away from this reviewer in the Associated Press' 
new building. W riting mysteries is an avocation with 
Mr Anderson; he does them to keep himself out of 
mischief over the week ends 
His first is tailed ‘ Kill One, Kill Two,’’ and when 
we finished it around two of a recent m orning we 
quietly picked up a heavy ashtray which happened 
to be handy, and made another round of the doors 
and windows before going upstairs to bed. 
We even 
considered leaving a night light, but shamed ourselves 
out of that. 
Mr. Anderson is the quiet, methodical kind 
His 
detective is a bubbling chap nam ed Farnum who 
seems to spend a good deal of time in a dense fog, but 
emerges with the solution in his mouth, like a dog 
w in its bone, at the end. 
And the victims are a 
prettily chosen pair, not to mention the innumerable 
suspects. 
W ithout breaking the rules, our author has 
managed to conceal his murderer right up to the end 
— we guessed the man all right, but only after two 
very wrong tries. 
It begins with two hazy spots of blue light floating 
over M urder Mountain in the Blue Ridge. 
M urder 
M ountain rises above the handsome lodge built by a 
power m agnate named James Sicking G ennitt, and 
in the lodge and hard by it there Is a diverse group of 
friend.', and dependents of G ennitt. 
Tile group in ­ 
cludes G ennitt's daughter and her 50-year-old sister- 
in-law Alice, and it tails of! in a welter of servants, 
chief among them the light-footed butler and an 
erudite Indian gardener named John. 
Tile spots of light appear, according to legend, 
when someone within sight of them is about to die, 
and this time their warning is for G ennitt. But G en­
